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Dam 
alteration 
proposed at 
Grayling Fish 
Hatchery

A local conservation group has backed a 
plan that would allow greater fish passage 
on the AuSable River in conjunction with 
an agreement for a public-private agree- 
ment to operate the Grayling Fish Hatchery. 

Huron Pines, a non-profit organization 
dedicated to community development, con- 
servation, water quality, habitat and river 
restoration, obtained a $20,000 grant from 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service to alter a 
dam located on the East Branch of the 
AuSable River on the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery grounds. 

Patrick Ertel, a restoration project man- 
ager for Huron Pines, said the funding is 
coming from a federal dam management 
program. The agency needs to get matching 
fund from the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources’ (DNR) fish passage 
program, a new initiative that will begin 
Jan. 1. | 

“I’m required to match that grant dollar 
for dollar to get the project completed,” 
Ertel said. 

Steve Sendek, a fisheries biologist for the 
DNR’s Grayling field office, suggested 
altering the dam to create better fish move- 
ment during trout migrating and feeding 
seasons. 

“It really should benefit the fish popula- 
tion,” Ertel said. 

Ertel is hopeful of getting total funding 
for the grant, which he said would incorpo- 


‘ rate the interests of anglers, state officials 


and the Grayling Fish Hatchery. 

“This will still let water go into raceways, 
but it will not prevent fish from going over 
the dam,” Ertel said. “They'll just be going 
over a Series of small, little waterfalls.” 

The Anglers of the AuSable, which has 
been fighting conservation and legal battles 
to protect the watershed for over 25 years, 
has backed the plan to alter the dam. 

Don A. Boyd, chairman of the Anglers of 
the AuSable Habitat Resource Committee, 
sent a letter of support for the project to the 
Crawford County Board of Commissioners. 

“The Board of the Anglers of the 
AuSable is strongly in favor of completion 
of this project and request that this project 
be completed as part of any long-term plan 
for the hatchery,” Boyd said. 

In March, Crawford County and the 
Harrietta Hills Fish Farm, LLC, entered 
into an agreement to keep the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery open to the public.

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There may be hundreds 
of ways to prepare your 


Thanksgiving dinner, but 


there are only a handful of 
ways to safely prepare it. 
Whether your recipes have 
been passed down for gen- 
erations or are the latest 
trends in cooking maga- 
zines, follow these steps 
recommended by the 
Michigan Department of 
Agriculture and Rural 
Development (MDARD) to 
prepare a safe and delicious 
holiday meal. 

Purchase your turkey 
early, allowing time for it to 
thaw. Poultry should be 
thawed in the refrigerator in 
its original wrapper. Place a 
tray underneath the turkey 
to catch any juices that may 
leak from the package 
which would then cross- 
contaminate already cooked 
foods. Allow 24 hours of 
thawing time for every four 
to five pounds of frozen 
turkey; keep in mind that 
fresh or fully thawed poul- 
try should be kept in the 
refrigerator for no more 
than two days before cook- 


ing. 


If you've forgotten to 
thaw your turkey or are 


unable to purchase one until 


the last minute, you can use 
the cold water method to 
thaw it. Submerge your 
turkey in a container with 
enough cold water to cover 
the bird, changing the water 
every 30 minutes, Calculate 
30 minutes per pound for 
thawing time. As a last 
resort, you can cook a 
frozen turkey, but it will 
require 50 percent addition- 
al cooking time and should 
not be filled with stuffing. 

Place your uncooked 
turkey in an oven preheated 
to 325°F or higher. 

“Using a food thermome- 
ter and checking the tem- 
perature in several areas of 
the bird is the best way to 
ensure your turkey has 
reached a minimum internal 
temperature of 165°F,” said 
Kevin Besey, MDARD 
Food and Dairy Division 
Director. “The thermome- 
ter should be placed in the 
innermost part of the thigh 
and wing, the thickest part 
of the breast, and inside the 
stuffing.”

Prepare stuffing just before 
cooking, no matter what 
variation your family 
prefers. Both dry and wet 
ingredients can be prepared 
separately ahead of time 
and chilled, but do not mix 
until cooking time. Prepare 
a stuffing that includes 
some moisture, because 
heat can destroy bacteria 
more rapidly in a moist 
environment than in a dry 
stuffing. 

Baking stuffing outside 
the turkey is the safest 
method and the mixture can 
be prepared in advance as 
long as it is frozen or baked 
immediately. Do not stuff 
poultry with frozen or pre- 
cooked stuffing. 

Remember to quickly 
chill food after dinner is 
served to reduce the risk of 
foodborne illness.

The domestic, farm 
raised turkey most 
Americans eat on 


Thanksgiving Day is noth- 
ing like the wild turkey 
feasted on by the Pilgrims 
and Native Americans. 

With Thanksgiving Day 
upon us, the National 
Wildlife Turkey Federation 
released a few facts about 
the tasty game bird chosen 
as the main course for the 
first feast: 

* Wild turkeys, now 
almost seven million 
strong, were almost extinct 
in the early 1900s. 

¢ Wild turkeys can run up 
to 25 mph. Usain Bolt, the 
world’s fastest-known 
human, averaged 23,35 
world- 
record, 100 meters. 

¢ Wild turkeys were 
argued by Benjamin 
Franklin to be a more 


appropriate choice than 
bald eagles as our national 
bird. 

* Wild turkeys rarely 
weigh more than 24 pounds 
while domestic turkeys reg- 
ularly grow to more than 40 
pounds. 

¢ Wild turkeys, which 
have as many as 6,000 
feathers, can fly as fast as 
55 mph. Most domestic 
turkeys are too heavy to fly. 

¢ Wild turkeys have much 
sharper vision than humans 
and can view their entire 
surroundings simply by 
turning their head. 

¢ Wild turkeys can make 
at least 28 different vocal- 
izations, with gobbles heard 
up to one mile away. 

* Wild turkeys roost 
(sleep) in trees, often as 
high as SO feet off the 
ground.

Dental awareness program

The Michigan Dental

The 
Michigan Veterans Trust 
Fund distributes approved 
grants to help wartime vet- 
erans and their families 
regain their financial foot- 
ing after an unforeseen, 
temporary, emergent finan- 
cial crisis or hardship. 

“MDA member dentists 
want to make — sure 
Michigan veterans have all 
the information they need 
about potential dental assis- 
tance as well as VA health 
care and potential financial 
assistance programs,” said 
Jeff Johnston, a Sterling 
Heights dentist and presi- 
dent of the Michigan Dental 
Association (MDA). “This 
is one way to ensure veter- 
ans get the care they need 
and deserve." 

MDA Foundation 
President Mike Jennings 
said the awareness cam- 
paign aligns perfectly with 
the organization’s goals. 

“The foundation supports 
programs that improve 
access to oral health care, 
and helping connect veter- 
ans with the dental assis- 
tance they may be eligible 
for definitely fulfills that 
mission,” Jennings said.

Jason Allen, — senior 
deputy director at the 
Veterans Affairs 
Directorate, said the cam- 
paign will help us reach 
thousands of eligible veter- 
ans with valuable informa- 
tion on how they can access 
the VA health care they 
earned through service to 
our country or apply for 
financial assistance through 
Michigan's emergency 
grant program. 

Many veterans are not 
familiar with how to access 
their VA health care or are 
not aware that the Michigan 
Veterans’ Trust Fund offers 
emergency grants based on 
emergent financial hard- 
ship. 

“Dental benefits are not 
automatic for most veter- 
ans,” said Anne-Marie 
Dutcher, director of the 
Michigan Veterans’ Trust 
Fund. “The trust fund pro- 
vides emergency grants to 
eligible veterans through an 
application process initiated 
at the county level. Dentists 
are offering a valuable ser- 
vice by providing informa- 
tion on who to contact for 
an application.” 

Because most veterans 
are unaware of the avail- 
ability of emergency grants, 
they often delay treatment. 
State Sen. Roger Kahn, R- 
Saginaw, who is also a 
physician, said that’s a 
problem because oral and 
physical health are closely 
related. 

“If you wait too long to 
get dental treatment, it can 
result in more serious 
health problems,” Kahn 
said. “The close relation- 
ship between oral health 
and diabetes is of particular 
concern because inflamma- 
tion that starts in the mouth 


weakens the body’s ability 


to control blood sugar. To 
help prevent more serious 
conditions, we need to pro- 
vide access to dental care.”

England and America can be- 


traced to William Blackstone 
(1723-1780) as found in his 
commentaries and journals. He 
dominated the common law 
legal system for over a century. 
An American edition of 
Blackstone was published in 
Philadelphia between 1771-72 
and was widely read and trust- 
ed by our founders and ances- 
tors. Blackstone _ believed 
human laws were like scientif- 
ic laws. They were creations of 
God discovered by men, like 
Issac Newton discovered the 
laws of gravity. Blackstone 
concluded all laws came from 
God: "Thus we say, the laws of 
motion, of gravitation, of 
optics, or mechanics, as well as 
the laws of nature and of 
nations." God is sovereign 
lawgiver over His creation. 
Thomas Jefferson apparent- 
ly followed Blackstone’s phi- 
losophy of law’ in the 
Declaration of Independence

Jefferson’s indictments against 
the British Crown recited 
many of the absolute rights of 
individuals also stated by 
Blackstone including the pro- 
hibition of taxation without 
Com © TI Seen SOs I 
Blackstone believed man was 
created in the iinage of God 
and therefore given the unique 
ability to think and reason. 
Since God rules by law, law 
should be the rule for human 
action. Blackstone said, “...as 
man depends absolutely upon 
his Maker for everything, it is 
necessary (that he should in all 
points conform to his Maker's 
will.” This supports our claim 
“In God We Trust” and “One 
Nation under God.” 
Blackstone believed God ere- 
ated everything and placed his 
creation under natural laws. He 
believed human beings have 
the God-given ability to seck 
and know these laws, to choose 
that which is good, and to pur- 
sue their own happiness. As

Nay, if any human 
law should allow or enjoin us 
to commit it, we, are bound to 
transgress that human law, or 
else we must offend both the 
natural and the divine.” God 
and His Scriptures must 
remain supreme. 

As U. S. President Adams 
said in 1837: “the 
Declaration of Independence 
first organized the social com- 
pact on the foundation of the 
Redeemer’s mission upon 
earth. That laid the cornerstone 
of human government upon the 
first precepts of Christianity.”

New website posts food 
safety inspection reports

LANSING —~ With the hol- 
idays around the corner, 
nobody wants their festivi- 
ties ruined by poisoned food. 

The Department of 
Agriculture and Rural 
Development has a launched 
an online system that enables 
consumers to easily access 
inspection results from more 
than 19,000 groceries and 
other retail food establish- 
ments. 

MiSafe gives consumers 
access to inspection results 
for grocery and convenience 
stores, including violations 
since September 2011. The 


website is 
www.michigan.gov/food- 
safety. 


Violations are issued for 
problems such as post-dated 
foods that, if not resolved, 
may lead to foodborne ill- 
ness, food contamination or 
an environmental health haz- 
ard. 

According to the depart- 
ment, about 7,000 users vis- 
ited the site in the first few 
weeks, 

Jennifer Holton, director 
of communications for the 
department, said that the pur- 
pose of the MiSafe website is 
to offer greater transparency 
about inspections. 

However, she warmed that 
“just because an establish- 
ment may have been cited in 
an inspection does not mean 
they are a bad establishment. 
Generally the issue is cor- 
rected while the inspector is 
in the store.” 

Linda Gobler, the presi- 
dent of Michigan Grocers 
Association, said the system 
is useful. 

“It’s good to have all this 
information available to the 
public, and customers can 
choose the store based on the 
reports online,” she said 

Restaurants are inspected 
by Michigan’s 45 local 


Destruction of Kirtland’s' 
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health agencies, and reports | 
for them are not included on 
the new state website, 

Peggy French of the 
Allegan County Health | 
Department said her depart- 
ment already posts its restau- 
rant inspection — reports 
online. 

French said that she hopes 
the new state system will 
make customers more 
knowledgeable and that the 
businesses will perform bet- 
ter on food safety. 

Routine state inspections 
are typically conducted on a 
six, 12- or 18-month sched- 
ule, depending on the type 
and complexity of the food 
handling at the establish- 
ment. 

The department imple- 
mented the state’s updated 
Food Law to improve food 
safety practices in October. 

Holton said the new law 
adopts federal and state safe- 
ty codes, and is based on the 
best current food science. 

Gobler said, “Because the 
new law is a mix of different 
codes and newest food sci- 
ence, it will help grocers pro- 
duce, transport and store 
their products in the best way 
or standard.” 

Gobler said food safety is 
important for everyone. “Our 
food retailers are very con- 
cerned about it and it is also 
important for the retailers to 
build public trust that their 
food is safe.” 

Holton said that food safe- 
ty is a team effort and takes 
the work of state, federal and 
local officials, as well as of 
the companies and the con- 
sumers. 

“Food safety is the depart- 
ment’s number-one priority. 
We work with the state’s 
processors, producers and 
retail food establishments to 
make sure they are adhering 
to state and federal food 
safety laws and guidelines 
from farm to fork,” she said. 
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Warbler Habitat proves costly 


A 51-year-old resident of 
Chesaning, Michigan, who 
pleaded guilty to illegally 
occupying part of the 
Kirtland’s Warbler Wildlife 
Management Arca in 
Roscommon County, a com- 
ponent of the National 
Wildlife Refuge system, was 
ordered to pay $34,000 and 
sentenced to one year of pro- 


bation, announced U.S. 
Attorney Barbara L. 
McQuade. 


Magistrate Judge Charles 
E. Binder imposed the sen- 
tence on William Robert 
Colston, who admitted to 
building recreational 
encroachments on _ the 
wildlife management area 
adjoining his vacation prop- 
erty in Roscommon County, 
Michigan, 

The wildlife management 
area provides breeding habi- 
tat for an endangered migra- 
tory bird species. The 
encroachments included a 
volleyball court, horseshoe 
pits, and an outdoor shower. 

Colston was ordered to 
pay $26,000 to the Seney 
Natural History Association 
for use in restoring and pre- 
serving habitat for Kirtland's 
Warblers, the affected endan- 
gered bird species, Colston 
was further ordered to pay 
$7,000 to the Fish and 
Wildlife Service for the cost 
of removing his encroach- 
ments. Judge Binder also 
imposed an _ additional 
$1,000 fine. Colston’s was 
convicted of a federal misde- 
meanor. 

According to information 
presented to the court at the 
time of Colston’s guilty plea, 
Colston disturbed and occu- 
pied land that he knew was 
part of the Kirtland's Warbler 
Wildlife Management Area 
adjoining Colston's vacation 


home in Roscommon 
County, 
Colston acknowledged 


that in the 1970s, he and 
other members of his family 
began the illegal use of the 
federal land adjoining their 
vacation property — in 
Roscommon County. 
Colston ignored repeated

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directives from the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service 
instructing him to remove 
the encroachments he had 
installed on federal land that 
was supposed to provide 
breeding habitat for 
Kirtland's Warblers. The 
owners of properties adjoin- 
ing Colston’s vacation home 
who had created more mod- 
est encroachments on the 
federal land, but removed 
those encroachments when 
so directed by the Fish and 


Wildlife Service, avoided 
prosecution, 
Colston significantly 


expanded and enhanced the 
encroachments during the 
summer of 2011. He hired 
contractors to install a new, 
sand volleyball court, in part 
by having sand hauled and 
dumped on the refuge, two 
new horseshoe pits with 
backboards, and a new stone 
outdoor shower pad. The 
area illegally occupied by 
Colston had electrical ser- 
vice to the pole lights and a 
sound system on the profes- 
sional-caliber sand volley- 
ball court, as well as plumb- 
ing to operate the outdoor 
shower system. The result 
was an area of disturbance 
that was inconsistent with 
and destructive of the jack 
pine forest nesting habitat 
that is required by Kirtlaid's 
Warblers, which are protect- 
ed by federal law and inter- 
national treaties. 

“Michigan’s natural 
resources are its greatest 
assel,” McQuade said. “We 
have an obligation to pre- 
serve our lakes, ait and lands 
for future generations and for 
the native wildlife that lives 
there.” U.S. Attorney 
McQuade was joined in the 
announcement by Regional 
Chief of Refuge Law 
Enforcement Chris Jussila of 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service. 

U.S. Attorney McQuade 
thanked the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service for its suc- 
cessful investigation of this 
case, The case was prosecut- 
ed by the U.S. Attorney's 
Office in Bay City, .

Forest of Fear volunteers

Center, said low-income 
people who qualify for 
Bridge Cards cannot get 
such items if they just 
receive food assistance. 

“It helps out a_ lot,” 
Gosnell said about donating 
the non-food items. “It’s 
basic necessities as far as 
we're concerned.”

LANSING -- The state’s 
physician shortage has an 
adverse impact on smaller 
rural counties like Crawford 
and Roscommon while the 
demand for physicians 
nationwide remains high. 

According to the 
Department of Community 
Health more than 10 coun- 
ties are categorized as 
health professional shortage 
areas, including Wexford, 
Gladwin and Crawford. 

These areas have “signifi- 
cant need for additional pri- 
mary health care resources,” 
according to the depart- 
ment. 

Jessy Sielski, director for 
communications of the 
Michigan State Medical 
Society, said the society 
advocates for increased 
funding for medical resi- 
dencies in Michigan and 
support. 


Mercy Hospital 
Grayling’s chief business 
development officer, Bryan 
Lydick, said its medical 
staff is comprised of physi- 
cians practicing in two 
counties — Crawford and 
Roscommon. 

Lydick said, “It is getting 
harder and harder to recruit 
physicians and the patients 
need somewhere to go.” 

According to the 
Michigan Academy of 
Family Physicians, 45 per- 
cent of Michigan’s physi- 
cians plan to retire in the 
next 10 years and the largest 
shortage is in primary care. 

The academy’s president, 
Christopher Bush, _ said, 
“The key to our organiza- 
tion’s survival is to increase 
our family physicians — it’s 
always been difficult to 
attract medical students into 
primary care residency pro- 
grams.” 

“Not only do medical stu- 
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dents not have good family 
physician role models but 
they spend very little time 
with us — maybe one. month 
in their third year,’ Bush 
said. 

Bush said most of the 
training for medical stu- 
dents is in academic centers 
and hospitals where they 
are exposed to specialists 
and students become enam- 
ored by the prestige. 

“Also, the medical stu- 
dent debt is fairly insur- 
mountable — maybe more 
than $200K to pay back 
after their training,’ Bush 
said, “and students facing 
this debt say they have to go 
into something that pays 
well.” 

Mary Neff, chief operat- 
ing officer for Mercy 
Hospital Cadillac, said 
there are a limited number 
of physicians who want to 
practice in rural areas. 

“We have needs that 
we're not able to meet in 
both primary care and spe- 
cialty services,” she said. 

Citing a combination of 
answers why _ specialty 
physicians don’t want to 
practice in rural areas, she 
said, “Physicians in a small- 
er environment are on-call 
more and sometimes the 
compensation is lower.” 

Many surgeons coming 
out of a residency program 
are highly specialized 
which lends itself to jobs in 
larger medical centers, she 
said. 

“Sometimes it is because 
technology is available at 
larger centers but not in 
smaller ones.” 

Sielski said, “The best 
way to keep new physicians 
in Michigan is by increas- 
ing the residency slots in 
Michigan. Until this hap- 
pens, we'll simply be 
exporting medical  stu- 
dents/residents to other 
states, where they are more 
likely to settle.” 

Neff said, “We have 
broadened our referral net- 
work,” and so when her 
hospital has specialty short- 
ages, those physicians send 
patients {o partners in 
places like Munson, Grand 
Rapids or Spectrum and 
other hospitals. 

Mercy Hospital Cadillac 
recently lost a primary care 
physician because of family 
preference and then had 
both primary care physi- 
cians and specialists retire, 
she said. 

One general surgeon was 
replaced but the hospital is 
recruiting more primary 
care physicians, Neff said. 


“It’s just tough to recruit 
because it’s a rural market,” 
she said, and because the 
demand is high everywhere, 
physicians have a lot of 
opportunities to choose 
from. 

Bush said some family 
physicians will choose to be 
trained on more procedures 
such as delivering babies, 
colonoscopies and certifica- 
tion to practice sports medi- 
cine. 

“Training is unlimited, 
but you just have to pursue 
it,” he said. 

Many doctors have to 
close their offices, Bush 
said, because “for many 
health plans, the reimburse- 
ment is fess than the cost of 
the care provided. Medicaid 
may pay 30 percent of the 
cost of providing that office 
visit or surgery but doctors 
cannot afford to take many 
patients from that type of 
plan because it doesn’t 
make sense economically.” 

One way hospitals can 
narrow the physician short- 
age is to recruit locally. 

Lydick said Mercy 
Grayling works closely 
with the schools in its ser- 
vice area, so when students 
are interested in medical 
school, “we try to ‘grow our 
own’ and offer back educa- 
tion incentives within our 
system.” 

Neff said a Cadillac 
physician who was raised 
and went to school in 
Cadillac, later returned and 
opened a pediatric practice 
there. 

Lydick also said Mercy 
Hospital Grayling supple- 
ments its physicians with 
mid-level providers such as 
nurse practitioners and 
physician assistants to sup- 
port those they do have. 

Neff also said some pri- 
mary care physicians in 
Cadillac are expanding their 
access to patients by hiring 
nurse practitioners or physi- 
cian assistants. 

“{ think that’s been very 
helpful and it’s a good 
model and we will see 
much more of that, either 
independent practices for 
nurse practitioners or part- 
nerships with physicians.” 

“And when there aren’t 
enough primary care physi- 
cians to take care of a popu- 
lation, people seek more 
expensive care, like the 
emergency room,’ Neff 
said. That creates a volume 
issue when ERs become 
crowded and it is much 
more expensive than office 
treatment, she said.

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Police want earlier collection of DNA evidence

LANSING — Proposed 
legislation that would allow 
collection of DNA samples 
at any felony arrest could 
change the nature of police 
work in Michigan, but advo- 
cacy groups are split on how 
much personal information is 
too much. 

Bills sponsored by Sens. 
Tonya Schuitmaker, R- 
Lawton, and Rick Jones, R- 
Grand Ledge, would allow 
on-scene investigators to col- 
lect DNA samples from sus- 
pects arrested for any felony. 
If passed, the bills woutd 
expand the state’s current 
DNA identification profiling 
system database. 

Currently, the law allows 
DNA collection of suspects 
at the time of arrest only for 
certain crimes, including 
assault, murder, kidnapping, 
criminal sexual conduct, rob- 
bery, indecent exposure and 
prostitution. The measure 
went into effect in 2009, 

Additional — collections 
allowed under the bills 
would open the database to 
suspects for crimes such as 


theft, unlawful weapon pos- 
session, repeated drunken 
driving and some levels of 
drug possession or distribu- 
tion, 

The proposals would allow 
more streamlined investiga- 
Hons and eventual cost sav- 
ings for police agencies, said 
Sgt. Chris Hawkins, legisla- 
live liaison for the State 
Police. 

Especially in cases when 
repeat offenses are common, 
DNA collection upon arrest 
could assist in bringing 
defendants to court for all 
crimes associated with their 
DNA at the same time. 

If a suspect is found 
responsible for more than 
one crime based on DNA 
comparison only after a con- 
viction, Hawkins said the 
trial process would have to 
begin again when it could 
have been resolved original- 
ly, 

“This is a way we can be 
much more — efficient,” 
Hawkins said 

DNA samples of those not 
convicted would be automat- 
ically removed from the 
database, Hawkins said.

LANSING — Supporters 
of marijuana decriminaliza- 
tion proposals passed in five 
Michigan cities say the move 
is a symbolic step towards 
better regulation, but resi- 
dents still might want to wait 
before lighting up, according 
to law enforcement officials. 

Ballot proposals expand- 
ing legal marijuana use 
beyond current state and fed- 
eral law earned voter 
approval by wide margins 
Nov, 6 in Detroit, Flint, 
Grand Rapids, Kalamazoo 
and Ypsilanti, 

Voters in Detroit and Flint 
supported decriminalization 
of less than one ounce of 
marijuana for those older 
than 21 and 19, respectively. 

Grand Rapids voted to 
make marijuana possession a 
civil infraction, Ypsilanti 
determined marijuana pos- 
session to be the city’s “low- 
est police priority” and 
Kalamazoo received voter 
authorization to construct up 
to three medical marijuana 
dispensaries within city lim- 
its. 

State law currently pre- 
scribes a fine of up to $2,000 
and potential prison time for 


those convicted of marijuana 
possession, 

The timing and structure 
of the proposals across all 
five cities was no accident, 
said Tim Beck, one of the 
organizers behind Detroit’s 
ballot proposal. 

By having more lenient 
marijuana decriminalization 
laws passed in a wide variety 
of Michigan cities, Beck said 
it’s harder for those opposed 
to marijuana reform to argue 
certain areas or demograph- 
ics are the only supporters of 
decriminalization. 

“It’s easy for some people 
to write off Detroit as a spe- 
cial basket case, but they 

can’t really say that about 
Grand Rapids,” Beck said. 
“These proposals are wins in 
a lot of different, big demo- 
graphic segments.” 

Meanwhile, voters in 
Washington and Colorado 
passed ballot initiatives 
legalizing marijuana for 
recreational use. A move- 
ment to put a similar propos- 
al before Michigan voters 
failed to gain enough signa- 
tures for this year’s ballot. 

Statewide, Michigan 
already has legalized mari- 
juana use for medical pur- 
poses when administered by

National and statewide law 
enforcement agencies 
oppose such measures, 
reminding the public that 
state and local laws haven't 
changed the federal ban on 
all marijuana uses. 

The US. Drug 
Enforcement Administration 
reiterated the position that its 
enforcement of the federal 
ban continues and that the 
Department of Justice is 
reviewing all ballot initia- 
tives regarding marijuana. 

Col. Kriste Etue, director 
of the State Police, said her 
department has struggled to 
keep marijuana usage in 
check since voters authorized 
medical marijuana use in 
2008. She said the five latest 
local proposals could only 
complicate an already diffi- 
cult legal issue in the affect- 
ed cities. 

“Tt has really been a strug- 
gle for law enforcement to 
make sure people are using 
marijuana for true medical 
reasons,” Etue said. The city 
decriminalization laws “will 
have an impact on every 
community, and it does pre- 


financial responsibility law

Johnson said the Flint Police 
Department generally bases 
their enforcement practices 
on state law, and any changes 
to current practice regarding 
touchy legal issues such as 
marijuana possession would 
have to be discussed with the 
city attorney and other city 
officials. 

“We haven't had any 
change in our policies just 
yet,” Johnson said. 

Even if the measures end 
up being more symbolic than 
substantial, Beck said the 
importance of getting all five 
proposals passed likely 
won't be lost. 

“To some degree, they are 
symbolic, but the results are 
a dramatic indicator of where 
the public really stands 
here,” Beck said. “That is the 
overriding message.”
